"A Woman of Seventy Asked 
to 
be 


Taught How to Breathe." 
Much 


Interest Shown. 


Miss Giddings spoke at the St. John's 


parish house last evening on physical cul- 
ture, the lecture being for women only. 
A large audience was present and showed 
that the women in this town, as well as in 
other places, are beginning to take great 
interest in this culture of the body. 


Miss Giddings said that many looked 


upon physical culture as a fad, but that it 
was not such. That it was a fundamental 
neccesity to the 
enjoyment of life. 


Health has a great effect upon the mind, 
a good mind can best exist in a good 
body. Miss Giddings recalled the saying 
of a noted author that "health is holi- 
ness." She went on to say that as one 
studies physical culture one 
becomes 


more critical of one's self, takes more 
care of one's body and gets more satisfac- 
tion out of that body. She said that in 
physical culture she believed in using 
nothing but natural apparatus. To learn 
to stand, to walk and breathe is the a, b. 
c, of this culture, and, as a rule, women 
have not learned these things. 


Miss Giddings recommended no special- 


ty in dress, other than that women should 
not wear cor» ets while taking exercise 
lessons. She made no limit as to the age 
of students and she told of a woman on 
one occasion coining to her and asking to 
be taught how to breathe. Miss Giddings 
did however make this distinction, that 
children from five to ten years of age 
were too young. Children of this age get 
plenty of exercise in play. 


It is Miss Giddings' intention to give a 


two weeks' course of lessons, and if 
enough interest is taken in the work, she 
may return during the summer and give a 
longer course. 


It was decided at this meeting that to- 


day the women should come to the parish 
house and that a class be formed then. A 
class will doubtlessly be formed to meet 
afternoons from 4 to 6 o'clock. Both girls 
and women may be enrolled as students in 
this class. Another class will be formed 
to meet in the evening for the benefit of 
working girls who cannot attend the after- 
noon class. It is very evident that these 
classes will be large ones as over fifty 
women are already enrolled. The meet- 
ings today are to be held at 3 and 7.30 
o'clock p. m.

Derived by Japan In Hie Recent Treaty Negoti- 


ated With China. 


WASHINGTON. June 5.—Minister Denby 


has furnished the state department a syn- 
opsis 
of the treaty of peace between 


China and Japan. The commercial pro- 
visions arc as follows: 


A new treaty of commerce to be made 


immediately after this treaty is ratified. 
Cntil that treaty is made, Japanuhe to 
have 
favored 
nation treatment. 
Six 


months from the date of the present 
treaty, April 17, the following concessions 
to take effect: 


First—Tlie following ports to be opened 


to Japanese trade, residence, industries 
and manufactories: Sha-Shih in Hapei. 
Chung-King in Szechuan, Snchow in 
Kiantf-Su, Hong-Chow in Che-Kiang. 


Second—Steam navigation on the upper 


Yang-Tze river,. from Ichung to Chung- 
King, and on Woosung river and the canal 
from Shanghai to Suchow and Hong- 
Chow. 


Third—»Tnpunese mny rent or hire ware- 


houses for storage of (roods in interior 
China free of taxes or esactions. 


Fourth—Japanese may engage in man 


ufacturing and may import machinery at 
all open ports.
